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POSTAL COMMUNICATION BETWEEN 

ENGLAND AND IRELAND—EXTRAOR- 
| DINARY ANNOUNCEMENT. 
We read in the columns of the Dublin Evening 
we of yesterday that “a remonstrance has been 
+ addressed to Lord Palmerston against the determi- 
* nation of the Post Office authorities in regard to 
‘the proposed hours of despatch of the mails from 
‘London to Dublin.” We can scarcely credit that 

y individual would venture to propose, or any pru- 
dent person be unwary enough to sign, such a reac- 
tionary document as the remonstrance appears to be. 
Will it be credited that the object of this remon- 
strance is to delay the despatch of the London mail 
we a quarter to nine or nine, a.m.! It is hardly 
bredible that such a prayer could be addressed to 
Ine Minister by any sane person, unless he had 
some extraordinary object in delaying the trans- 

ission of intelligence to Dublin. We heard 
not a syllable of any such petition before. If genu- 
ine, it has been prepared in the dark, without the 
privity of any of the merchants or traders of Dublin. 
There is not a single name attached of any mercan- 
tile firm in Dublin. Where are the names of the 
city and county members?’ Were they privately 
lconsulted respecting so unaccountable a proposal ? 
Where are the representatives of our leading commer- 
cial firms? There are appended to the petition, or “re- 
“monstrance,"’ the titles of some lords, but the postal 
arrangements were not made exclusively for their con- 
venience. We have all been expecting anxiously 
the arrival of the London mail, by seven o'clock 
in the evening. This will be the greatest 
possible boon to commercial men, as it will enable 
them to consider the communications of their London 
correspondents, and answer them bythe next mor- 
ning’s mail, which, if the mail be delayed until ten 
or eleven o'clock at night, they cannot do. Would 
it not be far more advantageous and comfortable for 
passengers to arrive in Dublin by half-past six, in 
time for dinner, thantoreach Kingstown at nine or 
ten at night? For what earthly purpose have those 
mani steamers been built by the City of 
Dublin Company, unless to accelerate the arrival of 
the mails? Yet here we are informed that a 
few noblemen have actually addressed a remonstrance 
to prevent these steamers being of the slightest ad- 


—— 


| vantage to the commercial community of Dublin. 


The Post Office authorities have exhibited great 
anxiety to suit these arrangements to the requirements 
of the public. They have earnestly consulted for the 
interests ofthe trader, the merchant, and the passenger. 
We cannot suppose they will be induced by any 
aristocratic remonstrance tooverthrow their own 
system, and inflict most serious injury upon 
all who are engaged in occupations where ra- 
pidity of communication is of importance. We 
cannot see what is the real object of this re- 
monstrance ; still less can we see what possible utility 
could result from its prayer being granted. Is it possi- 
sible that a small number of noblemen can imagine that 
the interests of a great commercial community like 
this should be sacrificed to ensure the continuance of 
their slumbers for two hours longer in the morning ? 
It is, of course, of no importance to the affluent or 
the noble if their letters be two or three bours later 
than they might be, but the gain or loss of thrée 
hours is life or death to a mercantile community. 
We cannot believe that this remonstance is a reality. 
It is absurd. Ifthe traders of Dublin could be 
induced to suppose that any such reactionary scheme 
was really on foot, the remonstrance would be 
smothered under a multitude of petitions. 


ducing Prussia to somnambulency? and why does it 
appear during the interval of a debate which is to 
decide upon rendering England invulnerable ? It is 
suspicious that the arrival of the Emperor's letter in 
England was coincident with the proposal of Mr. 
Bright that the House of Commons should defer all 
consideration of defence for the present. If an enemy 
wished to lull England into a dream of security, 
which at any moment he could rudely break, what 
better expedient could he devise than to make an 
affirmation to Lord Palmerston, who believes what 
he affirms? 

There is not the slightest use in concealing opinion : 
Louis Napoleon is “ distrusted,” and universal dis- 
trust is the avenging Nemesis of treachery. He 
dealt very treacherously with his own people, and 
with England, in favour of Russia. He dealt, we 
will not say treacherously, but cruelly and avari- 
ciously, with Piedmont. He has spoken words of 
peace, but his press bas teemed with diatribes against 
England, and given away in type the Kingdom of 
Ireland. Suspicion is the progeny of previous acts 
and the Emperor must not expect his pacific profes- 
sions to outweigh the suspicions engendered by his 
military preparations. 

The Emperor says that “his steam navy is far 
“ from being adequate to his requirements, and the 
“ number of bis steamers does not equal the number 
“ of sailing vessels deemed necessary in the time 
“ of Louis Philippe.” Now, what are the “require- 
“ments” of France? She has no colonies to defend, 
no distant dependencies to guard. She possesses a 
navy nearly, too-nearly, equal to that of England, 
with all the calls upon her maritime power. No 
nation dreams of assailing the coasts of France or 
injuring her commerce. France possesses far more 
than she requires, unless her requirements be pre- 
ponderance in every sea. In that case, for every 
vedsel France builds England must build two, until 
one nation is bankrupt or conquered. England 
possessed at the close of the last French war 218 
ships of the line and 309 frigates ; she now possesses 
but 49 steam-ships of the line and 34 frigates! 
What, now, is the value of the assertion that France 
possesses fewer steam-ships than she had sailing 
vessels? If the proportion be required for one 
country, it is also for the other, and if the Emperor 
had determined to build a steam fleet equal in num- 
ber to the old sailing navy of France, the time has 
already come when peace is likely to be more costly 
than war. - The Emperor declares he has only 
400,000 men under arms, and from thse he deducts 
60,000 in Algeria, 6,000 in China, 6,000 at Rome, and 
20,000 gensdarmes. This still leaves him 304,000 
men for home defence, while England and Ireland 
must be content with 80,000. It follows, then, either 
that very strong military repression is atill necessary 
in France herself, or that this vast force is kept up in 
readiness for any opportunity abroad. But the Em- 
peror omits to state that he has 200,000 men on fur- 
lough, who could be called to their standards at a 
fortnight’s notice. He states that the only addition 
he has made to the army is the Imperial Guard, but 
he forgets to mention that that corps numbers now 
60,000, the very elite of the whole army. There is 
not a Power upon earth which wishes to assaij 
France, but every nation is compelled to double or 
treble its forces, in of so vast an army, 
maintained in the highest efficiency. It is quite 
useless to assert that such an army is needed to main- 
tain order in France itself; and, as long as it is kept 
up, let the Emperor say what he will, men will be 
suspicious ; for, even did he sincerely desire peace, 
he must satisfy his army, which pants for war. He 
owes his crown to the soldiery, and he dare not 
offend them. 

A proof of this is the Syrian Expedition. The 
Emperor confesses he does not like to undertake it ; 
he prophesies that it must re-open the whole Eastern 
question ; but “he does not see how he can resist 
“ public opinion.” What is public opinion in France? 
Where is the press which dares to express the senti- 
ments of the great French people? Where a single 
paragraph cannot be printed without a censor's 
permission, where prosecutions are daily held for the 
expression of the most harmless criticism upon 
Imperial policy, where there is no Parliament, no 
debate, where no man ventures to address a public 
assembly, and where the eyes of all are dazzled by 
the glare of bayonets, the only mockery of public 
opinion is the murmur of an unquiet soldiery. It is 
this which causes Europe to look upon France as a 
volcano placed in her midst, ever threatening erup- 
tion; and it is to this element of the Empire we 
have to look. If the soldiery demanded to be led 
against England to-morrow, as they insist on march- 
ing for Syria to-day, could the Emperor dare to 
resist them ? We have, then, to convince the sol- 
diery that any attempt upon our shores leads but to 
annihilation, and this can only be done by erecting a 
system of defences which will render us invalnerable. 
As the fortifications of Portsmouth or Dover cannot 
batter Cherbourg or Boulogne, Frenchmen cannot be 
offended, unless they deem it one of the “ require- 
‘*ments” of France that every country should lie 
open to them whenever they may think proper to 
assail it. 

But the Emperor desires peace; far be it from us 
to regret . We embrace his offer cheerfully. 
But, as he has the ntlet on his hand and the 
sword ready, we must be armed and ready also. We 
cannot peril our all upon words. As it is, we fancy 
in ae the talons moving under their velvet 
sheath.

Lonp Parmerston, on Tuesday night, attempted 
to show that Ireland was amply defended, since, in 
addition to the regular troops, “there were in Ire- 
“ land 30,000 Militiamen."’

A 
more important or suggestive halfsheet was never 
issued. So far, then, from their being in Ireland 
30,000 Militiamen, the whole quota of Militia for 
Ireland is but 20,309 men ! The number of men 
actually enrolled is but 11,141, and the entire num- 
ber present at the training was but 9,634, or less 
than one-third of the number Lord Palmerston 
stated to be ready to resist aninvader. Even of this 
nine thousand, more than the half consists of recruits, 
who have had but twenty-one days’ training, or

If we required the money for the 
of revenue,'we ought not to have sacri- 
ced it, whatever concessions France was williug to 
make in return. When we have already for our 
guidance a set of well-ascertained gra me in them- 
selves perfectly adequate and su t to our 
conduct, we ought to direct ourselves by prin. 
ciples, and not make them the subjects of negociation. 
Negociation is proper to things in their own nature in- 
different; but the truths of science are no more fitting 
subjects for international compact than the dictates of 
morality. So our political economists have taught us, 
and we have had enough experience of the truth and 
profit of their teaching to make us cautious of running 
counter to the principles of a science which has ap- 
proved itself not less on abstract than on practical 
grounds. 
But we have chosen to be wise after the wisdom of 
Mr. Gladstone, which is wisdom of another fashion from 
that of Adam Smith, Ricardo, and Mill We have 
fancied that it was possible for us to gain a double advan- 
tage, and while relieving our own consumers to do 
something in the way of striking a good bargain for our 
own producers. The French Treaty was made almost 
before it was announced to the public. Every warning 
that we could utter—and we were prodigal of warnings 
—was unheeded. It was to usher in an era of 
universal peace, which has been well illustrated b 
the necessity under which we feel ourselves of spend- 
ing £12,000,000 more in order to protect ourselves 
from the very country with regard to which this Treaty 
was to replace the necessity of armaments, We re- 
quire money for the war in China, and we are driven 
to the unsound expediert of borrowing from the ba- 
lance which stands to our credit for year 
because we have lowered the taxes which have 
made such an anticipation of our resources unnecessary. 
We have reduced indirect taxation to a point which 
threatens to overthrow the of our financial 
system, aud materially to cripple our resources 
by throwing any future expenditure which we 
may require to make upon the rich, and to put it in the 
power of the poor to impose taxes which they do not 
pay. In these critical times a tax that is paid without 
any great difficulty is something more than a means of 
collecting national wealth for the State; it is national 
wealth itself. These things are so well understood 
now, and so critically analysed, that it is very difficult 
to impose a tax which has notin its favour long pre- 
scription and implicit submission. In every indirect 
tax which we lose we part with a weapon of defence 
which we cannot replace. 

Nor is this all. We had hoped that by leaving com- 
merce free we had delivered our Government from the 
complaints of men who are only too to lay upon 
any one but themselves the blame of own impro- 
vident speculations, or the results of misfortane or ac- 
cident, But any one who glauces over a trade report 
now will see that the tone with which these matters are 
regarded has poy | undergone a change.

Consrantinorie, JULY 25 (via MARSBILLR8)— The 
Marquis de Lavette has notified to the Porte the reso- 
lution of France in refegence to an expedition to Syria. 
It is said that the Sultan has requested the Viceroy of 
Egypt to send an auxiliary wing of 10,000 men. 
Manserties, Wepnespar.—Advices have been re- 
ceived from Damascus to the 12th July, affirming that 
6,000 houses belonging to the Christians have been de- 
stroyed. The Jewish quarters have been burnt. The 
Turkish houses in which the Christian women had 
taken refuge have also been burnt. As the massacres 
lasted for eighty hours, it is difficult to ascertain the 
number of victims. 2,000 Christians were still under 
Abdel Kader’s protection, but suffering from hunger. 
Several Consuls were at Abdel Kader’s residence, who 
gave refuge also to several Englishmen. The new 
Governor of Damascus had arrived with 1,200 sol- 
diers. It was not confirmed whether the disturbances 
would be considered as terminated. The /mperial de 
Smyrna, in confirming the above, expresses doubts, 
however, whether the Belgian Consul had been killed, 
Although peace had been signed by the tribes of the 
Lebanon, several Christian Sheiks refused to give 
their adherence to the treaty, as they considered it illu- 
sory. Some wretched and starving Christians bad en- 
deavoured to return to the mountains. 

Marserttes, Wevwespar Eventne.—Letters from 
Constantinople state that om the 13th of July 
anarchy still prevailed at Damascus. The massacres 
had not been stopped. The semi official journal De 
Constantinople admits that the number of victims at 
Damascus amounted to 2,000, and adds, that on the 16th 
July the massacres continued. The same journal gives 
a denial to the report that the Sultan had requested 
the viceroy of Egypt to send reinforcements of 10,000 
soldiers. It had been resolved to increase the Turkish 
army in Syria to 26,000 men, and to pay all arrears due 
to the garrison of Constantinople. Great precautionary 
military measures had been taken. The bridges o/ 
Galata and Pera were raised every night. The Sisters 
of Charity had dismissed all their pupils. Several Chris- 
tiane had been insulted and beaten. The Marquis de 
Lavette had a conference with the Saltan, which lasted 
three hours. Disturbances had taken place among the 
schismatical Armenians, several thousands of them 
had supported the burial of Protestant Armenians in 
their cemetery at the request of Sir Henry Bulwer; 
the military interfered, and killed or wounded forty

have been organised, and thatthe Porte has, therefore, 
taken the necessary measures for arresting in the most 
efficacious manner the uamerciful attempts.

Conference took place on account of a communication 
from the Turkish Ambassador. The representative of 
the Porte wished to explain beforebaad that if the Sul- 
tan 1 uthorised him to adhere to the convention under 
certain reservations, it was only in order not to be the 
cause of a conflict between France and England. The 
essential reserve which the Porte wished to make 
was that before adopting the convention for regu- 
lating foreign intervention in Syria, mention should 
be made in their name of the 2pontaneous desire 
of the Sultan to arrest the effusion of blood 
in Syria, and to accept no co-operation of his allies to 
that end. M. Thouvenal having adhered to this demand, 
the Conference, on its meeting on Monday, entirely 
changed the original plan of the convention already agreed 
to by the Great Powers. The six articles have been care- 
fully revised in such a manner as to remove all that 
might excite the susceptibilities of the Porte, or that 
might even indirectly attack the Soveregn independence 
of the Sultan. The Convention having been so greatly 
modified, the representatives of the Great Powers will
